Had Hard Time 


Scientist Says He Must Have 
Had All Germs 


Dr. Stiles Gives Talk Before 
Riologi 


fay XF. MIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—If 
William Jennings Bryan's denial of 
the theory of evolution be correct, 
Adam must have survived for 930 
years all the germ diseases which 
‘afflict man today; Eve must have 

been created by vivisection; the 

[Garden of Eden must have been in 
China, and a lot of other startling 
things must have followed in con- 
| sequence. In addition to all that 
Noah must have been not only a 
capable ship captain, but the 
world’s first successful public 
health officer because he must have 
taken all the germs into the ark 
and taken them out again without 
losing a single elephant. 

So declared Dr. Charles W. Stiles 
of Wilmington, N. C., noted £0- 
ologist and scientific research 
worker before the Washington 
Biological Society here tonight. 

Describing himeeif as “Mr. 
Bryan's self-appointed attorney on 
germs,” Dr. Stiles argued to his fel- 
low-scientiate that if one doesn't 
wish to believe all these things one 
cannot agree with Mr. Bryan. 


TO BRYAN 


“According to Mr. Bryan's 
premises,” said Dr. Stiles, “all 
germs which cause disease must 
have been created in the beginning 
as they exiet today. If it is to be 
conceded that those germs were 
originally created in some other 
form than disease germs, then the 
theo of evolution stands admit- 
ted. “Obviously since Adam was 
the first animal created and since 
the animals were not created until! 
after the plants, it is unthinkable 
that any of the numerous germs 
which cause disease were created 
since Adam. Since disease germs 
are dependent on existence upon 
animals and plants, it is clear that 
| these germs would not have been 
| created or existed prior 
creation of their vietims. 
| “A challenge of this deduction 
would be an admission that the 
germs were not created as they are 
today, but they later evolved inte 
| disease germs, but this would be an 
admission of evolution.” 

Therefore, said Dr. Stiles, if Mr. 
| Bryan's challenge is to be accepted, 
“we must conclude that Adam har- 
| bored every germ disease which i« 
characteristic of man or dependent 
upon man for its life cycle.” 

According to that, said Dr. Stiles, 
Adam must have had among other 
troubles, various species of coot- 
les, typhus fever, hookworm, pneu- 
monia, tapeworm, Jacksonian epi- 
| jepsy, three kinds of malaria, sicep- 
‘Ing sickness, tuberculosis, typhoid 
Asiatic cholera, mumps, 
fever,

From that deduction, and ad- 
mitting that Adam survived all 
these, Dr. Stiles sald it mist be

The charity drive for funds to 


_ | ald the city’s unfortunates recently 


instituted by The Tires brought to 
light the work of one of the most 
modest organizations In Los Ange- 
les, whose workers save hundreds 
of lives and reclaim thousands of 
child souls. Housed in an old office 
buliding at 121 Temple street, I 
found the Juvenile Protective As- 


tection of the child. No child is 
born a criminal; no child goes 
wrong intentionally. In practically 
every case brought to our attention 
there are unpleasant home condi- 
tions which cemtribute to a child's 
willfulness. o seek the cause 
and attempt first to abritrate, to 
remove it; that failing, we find « 
home for the youngster, not in an 
institution, but with a privaté fam 
tly, where he may have the right 
influences. 

“Our aim is to help people to 
help themselves. We are not a 
charity organization. The words 
poor,“ ‘eriminal,’ ‘charity,’ are 
not in our vocabularies. Our-work 
is preventive, corrective, not pun- 
itive. Separating the family 
means the severance ‘of the strong- 
est link tn a child's welfare, so we 
try, unless conditions are absolutely 
intolerable, to keep the family to- 
gether, aid the parents to t on 
their feet, to straighten up—if they 
err morally — dy awaken! their 
respoumbillty and their pride.” 


BROKEN HOMES 
About eighty-five new complaints 
are filéd each month and these, 
with “hangovers” that have not yet 
reached satisfactory settlement, are 
given attention. 

“The main cause of the Jelin- 
quency of children is a broken 
home, the erring of either parent 
and the consequent belligerent air 


“Most of our work ip done by 
volunteers,” Mrs. Foster continued.

They often answer emer- 
gency calls at all hours of the 
night. Then we have a great many 
volunteer workers who devote a 
half ora portion of their time.

NOT ALL POOR . 

“Our work is by no means centered 
in the poorer quarters of the city,” 
ald one of the workers with whom 
I taiked.

The average housewife is a messy and inexpert cook. That's what the 
Roughnecks pity the married man. For he is the poorest fed mortal in the country. 
“Pretty dishes and fol-de-rols don't fill a guys wrinkles,” the roughnecks claim. 

For good living, sign on with a working gang. Sit you down at a rough pine table in any

construction camp and the roughnecks will prove their words. 


Eating now is a serious business. Victuals consist, in the main, of meat, bread and pota- 
toes horte, punk n’ spuds,” they call it. Go where you will, in a ship’s galley, in a highway 
camp mess tent or to a ranch kitchen, and you will find meat, bread and spuds prominent 


among those present.

In a work crew, “kitchen mechapics” are among the highest paid men. Their job is an 
important one, thats why.

“Following the large bonuses re- 
ceived by field laborers in 1920, 
and as ar apparent indirect re- 
sult of a strike of Japanese field 
laborers along racial and nation- 
alistic lines in the same year, it 
became evident early in 1921 that 
the agricultural interests of the 
Territory were facing a serious 
shortage of unskilled labor. The 
Gevernor called a conference of 
the employers of this type of labor 
te meet with him, the Delegate 
from the Territory to Congress, 
and the presiding officers of the 
Territorial Legisiature, which was 
then in session, to discuss the sit- 
wation, ite causes and methods of 
relieving it.

N THE field of architecture the Reyptions

We have marvelled at the 
construction of the great pyramids and the 
immense stone obelisks and wondered how 
such accomplishments were possible with 
the apparently meager tools at hand. But 
these marvels could be duplicated many 
times over today. The names of a few 
Egyptian architects have come down to us, 
such as: Senmut of the Bighteenth 
Dynasty, Puyemure, the official architect 
and builder for Thutmose III, Daga, who 
built the temple of Mentohotup III, and 
Amenhotep, tite father of Akhnaton,

Why do men spend their lives digging up the musty tombs of Egyptian kings 
who lived over 3000 years ago? The civilized world today—1!900 years since 
the coming of Christ—impatiently awaits every vestige of information emanating 
from the recent discovery of .a civilization that was at ite height 1900 years 
before Christ's time’ Why?

In the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York are complete razor. outfits, 
used by the gentlemen of age-old Thebes 
—biades of bronze, grit stone for honing, 
and a small pair of tweezers—all packed in 
a neat leather case to facilitate carrying on 
journeys or tucking in the pocket. Also 
one may see tvory combs, with coarse and 
fine teeth, just as they are made today; 
penholders, with wells for red and black ink, 
and the long reeds, frayed at the end like a 
brush, for writing; wooden jewelry boxes. 
and all sorts of fragile receptacles for oils 
and ointments. 

The ancient Egyptians raked their lawns 
with garden rakes, long of handle and bear- 
ing blast, wooden teeth; they cut their 
grain with hand sickles, hardened on the 
cutting edge by firing and covering the 
wood with bronzé. They brushed their 
clothes with whisk brooms, used bronse 
ladies in the kitchen and ate with wooden 
spoons. They sat on folding camp stools, 
identical with those manufactured today, 
the seat made of tough leather. In one 
tomb dating back to 1680 B.C. was actually 
found a folding bed, made of wood, the 
sideboards and slats hinged so that the bed 
could be folded together and shoved in a 
corner. 

The Egyptians were excellent fishermen, 
and the Nile evidently supplied them with a 
bountiful supply of this food. They used 
fish hooks on lines the same as we do, 
and the hooks were curved with the reverse 
prong to secure the fish, exactly as we use 
them today. In addition to this they used 
fine nets for deep water fishing. Their car- 
penters made trowels for masonry work, 
grass ropes, saws and chisels. | - 

Perhaps the above are the things that 
have brought Egyptology home to us. Our 
laborious scientists have pieced together a 
picture of remote life that is startling in 
human reminiscence.

T IS time we shook off the worship of the 

antique and began to subject each piece, 
however venerable and whatever its pedi- 
tree, to the honest scrutiny and careful judg- 
ment that we exercise in regard to modern 
furniture. 

Many an antique would be dispossessed 
En were honestly scrutinized and made to 
Rand or fall upon its merits. The sensible
